“One  spring '/morning  when  I  ran 
barefooted  through  wind-blown  grass 
on  a,  sunlit  jwairio  'hilltop,  X  was  stop- 
lied  by  a  .i.ittlii  wjiito-shouldcrod  black¬ 
bird,  rocking  anil  shining  ort.  a  plume 
of  nodding  grass,  Then  the  bending 
spray  flung  that  little'  bird  up  into, 
tho  sunshine,  and  in  a, blur  of  glisten¬ 
ing  wings  it  climbed  high  up  the  rain 
of  light  that  fell1  through  bright  clouds, 
and  delicately  it  parachuted'  down 
again.

Two  years  later  when  I  wiis  ten, 
after,  two  months  experimenting  with 
my  vocal  organs,  I  sang  a  real,  bird- 
nto.  &oon  I  sounded  f if  toon  simple  bird- 
tones  and  with  them  imitatiirji  many 
birds.  .Through  years!  of  singing  with 


birds  I.  lmvo  developed  twenty -litno  clth 
mentaty  blrd-toiies,'  lind  now,  using  no 
artificial  whistlij,  X 'sing  S00  songs  of 
220  kinds  of  birds. 

I  could  not  .fully  tell  of  my  joy  in' 
singing  with’  birds.'  As  witnesses  could 
testify,  I  have  nmdo  them  do  strange 
things.  In  silent  wbotlrf  X  have  sung  and 
started  a  general  chorus.  •  The  Brown 
Thrasher  1ms  flown  to  mo  for  a  singing 
contest.  Tho  hawk  1ms, .answered  my 
scream  and  swooped  at  me,  I  lmvo 
oat  led  a  maiden  Redstart  away  from 
her  lovor  and  brought  him  in  anger 
lifter  her.  ■  Like,  ft,  baby  Song  Sparrow  I 
Cried  for  food;  /  its  fidgety  mother 
brought.,  mo  a  green  worm  I,  ■  On  n  soli¬ 
tary  Canadian  lako  my  imitative  laugh¬ 
ter  decayed  a  pair  of  swimming  grebes 
tb'  r.i  .',-Mii'ough  tho  reeds.  I  h.nvo  stood 
jl  the  dusk  of  a  giant  redwood  forest 
7  id  tailed  the  Varied  Thrush  down  a 
long  pillar  of  light  from  the  wood’s 
high  roof.  In  Florida  when  I  mocked  a 
Mockingbird  I  brought  upon  him  an 
undeserved,  bleating  from  another!  I 
have  chirped  crickets  out  of  their  holes 
and  •  into  combat.  Onco  when  X  out- 
trillcd  n  female  toad’s  “adored”  she 
left  him  and  camo  out  of  tho  water  to 
mol  I  have  been  hunted  by  the  giant 
lb  Jen  led  Woodpecker,  In  tho  cool  twi¬ 
light  of  northern  woods  I  have  stood 
hesido  vino-wound  columns  under  high 
green  arches  and  sung  heavenly  eve¬ 


ning  hymns  with  Hermit  Thrushes. 


From  a  high  cliff,  on  a  black,  autumn 
bight,  I  have  called  up  to  migrating 
birds  and  heard  circling  voices  coiiie 
down  .and  murmur,  “Are  you  there? 
Come  with  us!”  And  I  have  longed  to 
go-  '  "■'/../ 

“In  amazement.  X  have  watched  tho 
birds!  feed  man — as  surely  ns  they  fed 
Elijah — by  making  his  food  possible: 
the  Cuckoo  scatter  a  web  tent  and  de¬ 
vour  250  caterpilalrs  at  a,  meal;  tip/ 
“IXan  Hawk”  tear: up  a  rat,  line,  of  tii'e 
pests  composing  85  per  cent  of  its  food; 
tho  Flickor  .breakfast  on  1000  chinch 
bugs,  the  Maryland  Yellbwthroat  on 
3500  plant  lice,  and  the  Mourning  Dove 
on' 10,000  ‘weed  seeds!  ;j 

“As  a  very  young  mn^i  I  often  en¬ 
tertained  with  bird  cal  lb.  At  college, 
wliero  I  tutored  in!  ornithology,  and  in 
my  further,  years  of  seminary  and  post¬ 
graduate  work  my  platform  work  so 
increased  that  I  finally  made  it  my 
vocation.'  Soon  X  became  a  member  of 
tho  American'  Ornithologists’  Union. 
During  fifteen  years  of  annual' guaran¬ 
teed  tours 'under  America’s  two  leading 
platform  bureaus  1  have  appeared  often 
in  all  States  and  Canadian  Provinces, 
except  two.  ; 

For  fifteen  years. -I  have  appeared 
for  commercial  clubs,  summer  camps, 
banquets,  kindergartens,  garden  clubs, 
teachers’  institutes,  hunting  and  fish¬ 
ing  clubs,1  Boy}  Scouts,  colleges,  Y.  M. 


(I,  A’iJ,  women’s  clubs,  churches,  .nor¬ 
mal  schools,  musical  and  literary  clubs, 
lodges,  social  functions,  private  and 
public  schools,  lecture  courses,  chnntau- 
q nits,  museums,  libraries,  bird-and-nn- 
turo  clubs.. 

“X  have  Ttied  to  plense  by  bringing 
each  audience  entertainment,  informa¬ 
tion,  refinement  and  Inspiration  in  suit¬ 
able  proportions.  \Vlth  darkened  win¬ 
dows!,  the  I  romance  of  soft  lamplight, 
and  if  possible  a  forest  stage-scone,  I 
usually  open  a  program  with  one  or 
two  solos,  In  bird-song  stylo  with  piano, 
and  purposed  to  be  really  musical. 
Then;  ,i|f  suitable,  come  some  amusing 
novelties.  Finally  tho  program  proper. 
I  feature  a  profusion  of  bird-songs, -re¬ 
produced  by  the  vocal  organs  only. 
Those  range  over  seven  octaves  from 
low  booms  to  fine  notes  two  octaves 
above  the  piano,  and  include  reedy 
notes,  screams  in  reversed  falsetto,  sev¬ 
eral  kinds  of  trills,  of  warbles  and  of 
tremolos,  duet-notes,  flute-notes,  insect- 
notes,  threo  tones  trilled  together,  three 
different  trills  sounded  together,  etc. 

“I  show  original  full-color  paintings 
of  scenes  and  greatly  enlarged  birds, 
standing  six  feet  high  and  flooded  with 
light  by  a  special  device.  Each  picture 
cost  mo  several  days  of  painting.  They 
Jiii vo  (lie  brilliance  of  lantern  slides 
and  have  carried  well  over  an  audience 
of  six  thousand.  .Experts  declare  them 
superior  to  slides  because  they  are 
more  beautiful  in  composition,  drawing 
and  color;  require  less  time  in  prepar¬ 
ation,  no'  operator  and  no  painful  inter¬ 
ruptions  of  the  program;  allow  people 
to  see  my  method  of  singing;  permit 
the  audience  and  mo  to  see  and  feel 
each  other  which  creates  enthusiasm  in 
both;  and  if  necessary  can  lie  adapted 
to  any  lighting  system,  even  outdoors. 

“After  my  programs,  If  desired,  X 
answer:  questions,  advise  about  books, 
field  glasses,  nature-study  equipment, 
etc.,  add  sliow  samples,  help  to  organ¬ 
ize  bird-clubs,  and  when  possible  con¬ 
duct  bird-walks, 
duct  bird-walks.  ”
